President Houari Boumedienne 
of Algeria took the conditions 
back to ‘Tripoli today from 
Alexandria, where he had been 
meeting until early morning with 
President Anwar Sadat. Mr.

Spanish Popular Vote. Total 
For June 15 Still Unpublished

MADRID. July 25.—More than 
a month has passed since Spain 
held its first openly contested 
election in four ‘decades. The 
elected candidates are already at 
work in the Cortes (parliament). 
Yet the people still do not know 
the finsl returns of the popular 
vote in that election, 

Im its first try at democracy, 


the government of King Juan’ 


Carles ang Premier Adolfo Suarez 
has violated ἃ cardinal mule of 
democracy—publish the returns of 
an election quickly and complete- 
ly. Otherwise, suspicion of fraud 
is inevitable. 

‘There are suspicions here now, 
and a good deal of smiling about 
it. One cartoonist keeps drawing 
@ caricature of Interior Minister 
Rodolfo Martin Villa with a pot 
perched on his head. The word 
for election fraud in Spain— 
pucherazo—is similar to and may 
be derived from the Spanish word 
for “pot,” el puchero. Former 
Foreign Minister Jose Maria de 
Areilza has said, “The manipula- 
tion of these results by the gov- 
ernment’s communication media 
has been truly picturesque and 
Tamentable.” 

The problem may be caused in 


governmen 
of dictatorship, is new at the 
democracy game. But there is 
Substantial evidence that more 
than inexpertence is at the root 
of the trouble. 


Embarrassed by Vote 


The government is obviously 
embarrassed by the popular vote 
returns, The Union of the Demo- 
cratic Center, the party of Pre- 
mier Suarez, won what seemed 
like an impressive victory—a near 
majority of 165 of the 350 seats 
in the Congress of Deputies and 
8. majority of 106 of the 207 elect~ 
ed seats in the Senate. Bui the 
viclory was fashioned mainly out 
of an electoral law that favored 
rural, conservative provinces over 
industrial, leftist provinces. In the 
popular vote, the party of Pre- 
maier Suarez barely defeated the 
Socialist Workers party. 

‘The government has not really 
hidden this. But it has dawdled 
with the returns end displayed 
them in such a way as to con- 
fuse the average Spaniard into 
believing that the Suarez party's 
victory was overwhelming. 

This becomes clear in 8. chrono- 
logical: rundown of how the re- 
tums were packaged and present- 
ed in the voting for the Congress 
of Deputies, the more important 
of the two houses. 

In the early hours of June 
16, the government, in announc- 
ing the first returns. issued only 
percentages οὗ the popular vote. 
‘These showed a huge lead for the 
government-favored party. For 
example, Mr. Suarez’s Union of 
the Democratic Center had 44 per 
cent of the popular vote at 5:45 
am., while the Socialist Workers 
party, in second place, hed 25 
per cent. 


Official Apologizes 


Mr. Martin Villa had promised 
that the final returns would be 
@nnounced that morning. But, in 
@ televised news conference, he 
apologized and reported that the 
fimal returns would be delayed 
because of technical problems, 
including the slow pace of count- 
ing. 

During the day. the government 
kept issuing both the totals of 
the popular vote and the per- 
centage of the popular rote, But 
an embarrassing situation was 
developing: ‘The Socialist Workers 
party of Felipe Gonzalez was 
steadily closing the gap with the 
party of Mr. Suarez. Moreover, if 
one added the popular vote of a 
splinter Socialist group. the Fop- 
war Socialist boned of Enrique 
Tierno Galvan, the Socialists were 
getting more votes than the party 
of Mr. Suarez. 

In the Jast refurms issued that 
day, with. 89 per cent of the vote 
counted, the Union of the Demo~ 
cratic Center had 4,989.02 votes 
or 31 per cent of the total. while 
the Socialist Workers party had 
4580406 votes, ar 29 per cent of 
the total The combined Socialist 
vote was almost 180,000 more than 
the Suarez vote, The Madrid 
newspaper Diario 16 headlined its 


story, “Felipe and Tierno have 
more yotes than Suarez.”

When ib finally did issue 
new returns late that afternoon, 
the Susrez party had widened its 
lead over the Socialist Workers 
party, and the combined Socialist 
vote no longer was greater than 
the Suarez vote.

federation of abortion clinics 
says.

She said that the clinics are 
making contingency plans to 
underwrite a handful of abor- 
tions a week, “but if one-third 
of their caseload comes from 
abortion fees. nobody can absorb 
that much loss.

The entry of unified. Communist Vietnam 
into the UN last week and the formal 
demise last month of the long moribund 
Southeast Asia Treaty Organization starts a 
new era in which the United States is a 
bystander in a region of previous deep 
involvement. 

The vastly reduced U.S. role—despite con- 
tinued large investments and retention of 
air and naval facilities in the Philippines— 
is a source of anxiety to the non-Communist 
governments which join together in the 
Association of Southeast Asian Nations. All 
five ASEAN members ‘Indonesia. Malaysia. 
the Philippines, Singapore and Thailand: 
are apprehensive about the future role of 
Vietnam. whose military forces are over- 
whelmingly the largest in the region. and 
nostalgic for a simpler time When U.S. dol- 
lars poured in to counteract the Communist 
insurgencies which continue to exploit dis- 
contents. Their nostalgia is misguided how- 
ever. Southeast Asia has seen too much of 
the great powers. 

x * κα 

From Vietnam comes 2 very different 
Message. a reiteration of the calls for 
regional cooperation and external non- 
interference which, over the past 15 months, 
have marked Hanoi's establishment of dip- 
lomatic relations with 811 five ASEAN mem- 
pers. Although it is likely for some time 
to trade predominantly with the Soviet 
Union and China. Vietnam clearly seeks 
other economic ties—including Western and 
Japanese investments—as counterweights. 
just as it strives to play off the two larger 
Communist states against one another. Viet- 
nam also fears that ASEAN will become a 
new military pact atmed at it and Laos 
and Cambodia. the other two Communist 
states of Indochina. 

Yet Vietnam's own hands are not wholly 
clean. Certainly the Vietnamese iand their 
Laotian clients: furnish weapons and train- 
ing to insurgents in northeast Thailand, and 
there is some evidence that they are sup-

porting Malaysian guerrillas as well. But 
such support is fairly modest, and its con- 
tinuation stems as much from reluctance 
to eut off iong-time allies as from pan- 
Asian revolutionary fervor. 

These developments have so far been ac- 
companied by a healthy absence of great- 
power involvement. Although U.S. and Japa- 
nese private capital continues to flow into 
the region. and the Soviet Union and China 
continue to give low-level support to insur- 
gent movements. the region 15 now 8. back- 
water of great-power diplomacy. It should 
be kept that way. 

Washington, for its part, should seek to 
convince the ASEAN governments that this 
form of neglect is benign. One price of 
reduced involvement is the departure of the 
enormous sums of aid dollars which sloshed 
around the region a decade and 1655 ago. 
Replacing them are smaller sums, mostly 
from international lenders such as the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund or the Asian De- 
yelopment Bank. Vietnam is a beneficiary 
of both—but so, in larger measure, are the 
ASEAN nations. Joint efforts, such as the 
Mekong River development project first 
proposed by Lyndon Johnson, are once again 
arousing outside interest. They will usefully 
draw together the Communist and non- 


Communist states of the region.

providing for research, contro] of pollution 
and settlement of ocean disputes. Mr. Rich- 


ardson acknowledged ali of these pluses. Our 
guess is, nonetheless, that few Americans are 
ready to “pay” in forgone mining opportu- 
nities for a treaty that bestows in the future 
transit rights that, after all. the United 
States has enjoyed In the past without 8 
treaty. 

Even if the economic and strategic value 
of seabed minerals falls substantially short 
of heady industry estimates, that proposal 
is a political non-starter. Moreover, the ad- 
ministration will have a tough time stopping 
Congress from unilaterally legislating some 
kind of legal license and financial safety net 
for American mining consortia. Such legisia- 
tion, and the mining plans it will propel. 
will in turn arouse the Third World and 
render compromise that much more difficult. 

More in sorrow than anger, Mr. Richard- 
son is recommending to President Carter 
that the United States review not only its 
interest in the negotiations but also the 
wisdom of sticking with negotiations that 
allow procedures as unfair as Mr. Engo’s. He 
could have done no less. That kind of stand 
fires up Third World confrontationists and 
scares their American apologists. But it is 
quite justified. In no other way can the 
administration hope either to induce the 
Congress to proceed. if if must. tentatively 
and carefully on mining legislation, or to 
convince the Third World that the United 
States is not so eager to curry its favor 
that it will accept just about any treaty. 
Only when the Third World majority believes 
that to be the case will it make an effort 
to wrest control of Its own interests back 
from its radical fringe.

The surprise of the day was 
the way Peter Oucterhuis, a lanky 
Briton who ws ἃ regular on 
the Americar pro tour, came out 
of the field and won second place, 
dislodging Jack Nicklaus, Ray 
Floyd and Tom Ente. 

QOosterhuis shot πὶ for a 72- 
hole aggregate of 284. or four 
under par.

/ASHINGTON, July 25 
(IT ).—European ingenu- 
ity put 6 1/2 million Volkswa- 
gen “bugs” on the streets of the 
United States. Soon, the United 
States may be in a position to 
return the favor. A Celifornia- 
based company has talked 55.000 
Americans into fashioning their 
Volkswagen beetles into color- 
ful moving billboards, adver- 
tising everything from soap to 
liquor to shoes. 

Beetleboards. as they are call- 
ed. are scuttling around 230 
U.S. cities. The idea has 
already gone abroad, with Tlow- 
er-bedecked shampoo maidens 
and sombreroed tequila-drinking 
cacti adorning cars in Canada, 
Mexico, Puerto Rico and Brazil. 

Next, the company plans to 
see whether Europeans wiil el- 
pow each other for the privilege 
of driving around inside ersatz 
bathtubs and beer cans on the 
Autobahn, the Via Veneto, Pic- 
cadilly Circus or the Champs- 
Elysées. 


‘Instant Celebrity’

plete," Miss Wasser said. 

Beectleboard drivers are paid 
$20 8 month “for buzzing around 
in normal fashion” according to 
@ newspaper ad, But the stan- 
dard contract specifies that the 
payment is not made until the 
car is taken each month for an 
inspection to see that the decals 
are still in place. 

“We're doing marketing re- 
search to determine which (Eu- 
ropean) country would be the 
best for us to start with,” said 
Miss Wasser, who traveled here 
from Los Angeles to see that 
“Beetleboards will swarm the 
streets of Washington, D.C.” 

Although the company only 
transforms Voikswagens into 
Beetleboards, the firm has no 


ties with the car manufacturer, 
“We haven't decided which 
European car we'll use,” Miss 
Wasser said. “One thing is cer- 
tain, it will be a car popular 
with young adults,” she added. 
A company circular says that 
Voikswagens were chosen in 
the United States because 
“they're more thar: Just ears— 
they're companions.” :

The idea for Beetleboards was 
developed by Charies Bird, 36, a 
‘West Coast specialist in “youth 
marketing.” Rival marketing 
experts say the idea has been 
successful because the brightly

advertising companies picking 
up the tab and because painted 
cars are a legal way to circum- 
vent local laws banning un- 
sightly billboards. -
